“ You are anxious for Swecp 3 t.ike» to fill handsomely, but to Insure success, 
some important reforms will have to be lutroduced. I will merely hint at n few . 

“ first —The Sweepstake Books Should be kept where Breeders or any others 
may inspect them at pleasure. (1 lately applied to the President and Secretary 
of the National J. C., Washington, and to the Agent of the Secretary at the 

-Courae, Va., in the absence of the Proprietors —they had no Hooks, nor 

could give me a.;y information relative to the stakes fa be run this season ! I 
bad two entries, and would have made a third, at each place, had thing* been 
right.) 

“ Secondly— Proprietors, or their Agents, should advertise in the 'Spirit of 
the Time*' and ‘ Turf Register their OPEN ST AKES, and the day a Stake 
tiosed, let the world know the subscribers.” 

Our correspondent proceeds to suggest as follows:— 

•* I would have each subscriber, when he names hts entry, send a Not* or Dje- 
bill jor the forfeit to the Proprietor, payable at the Judges’ Stand the day of the 
race*. Or, every Jockey Club should adopt such a resolution us at page 381 ot 
your paper, to this affect:— 

“ The Jockey Club Laws .— At a meeting of the English Jockey Club, held nt 
11 the New Rooms, Newmarket, on Tuesday, the 31st of October last, it was re- 
“ solved, that after the 1st of January, 1838, ail persons whose names appear on 
“ the list of defaulters, shall be warned off the course, and prohibited from train- 
“ ing or exercising horsas on any part of the ground in the occupation of the 
11 Jockey Club, provided always (list notice shall have been given in writing by 
“ the keeper of the match book to such persons of the amount of forfeits due, an J 
“ that they shall not have been paid within two months of such notice being 
“ served.’’ 

“ Breeders who pay, trill then snake their marks. I dare say yon have heard 
complaints from winners of stakes having to hunt th" country round for forfeit* 

1 frequently have seen them hunting up in nviduals about race courses, when 
their lime was wanting neat the siables.”

Proprietors, advertisements of Sweepstakes note Open, with the remark that “ we 
should particularly oblige them, by giving them a few week's insertion in iln, 
paper!" Gentlemen making such a request, of course never expect to be ealied 
upon to pay a bill for advertising .- and as nothing in the aha pa of an advertise¬ 
ment finds its way into our columns gratis, we adopt “ Mr Patton's Resolu¬ 
tion" in all such eases, and 11 without giving them a hearing, lay the petitions on 
the table.” _ _
